The Civic Federation is headed by 


August Behnout, and chief among its 
heartiest supporters are Grover Cleve- 
land, Andrew Carnegie, Seth Low, Cor- 
nelius N. Kliss, Archbishop Jobu Ire- 
land, President Charles W. Eliot of 
Harvard university, Bishop Henry C. 
Potter and Secretary of the Navy 
Charles .1. Bonaparte. Tbu idea of hold- 
ing a national conference on immigra- 
tion was broached at a session of the 
Civic Federation of New York lust 
June. Various opinions as to the bene- 
fit or disadvantages of the iupouring of 
aliens to the United States were ex- 
pressed by many representative men 
of New Yoi'k. It was agreed that the 
division of opinion afforded 
ample 


scope for the exploitation of the sub- 
ject by the leading men from all the 
states, and it was decided to ask the 
co-operation of the National federa- 
tion. 


When the proposition was submitted 


to August Belmont, as president of the 
National federation, he suggested that 
the governors of all the states be asked 
to appoint delegates to a great confer- 
ence to be held in New York. Letters 
were sent out with the idea of the con- 
ference

.to be discnsfted at the session: 


What is the character of the net in- 


crease in the population of the United

at ports of departure or at the home 
sources of emigration or at both?

•What are the nature, extent and local- 


ity of the demands in the United States 
for more labor? 


What: domestic industries and what la- 


bor crafts are most affected by the influx 
of alien labor and in what trays? 


"What percentage of European immigra- 


tion remains in the ports of arrival, such 
as Kew Tork, Boston, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore? 


What practical method can be devised 


of distributing immigration, especially for 
agriculture, to points where it may be 
needed? 


What -will be the effect of the distribu- 


tion cf large numbers of immigrants in 
the south upon the problem of industrial 
education and social betterment of the 
negro race? 


Should the exclusion of Chinese coolie 


labor be made more rigid and should it be 
extended to Japanese and Korean labor? 


How shall the admission of exempted 


classes of Asiatics, such as scholars, mer- 
chants and tourists, be regulated?

"In all 
the norih Atlantic ports there were 
cyij.OOO ai rivals and 8.1!t,ooO departures. 
Thoseyjj'ho come here work hard, as a 
rule, 'It'rViiig their stay and actually 
earn whatever they take home with 
them. As to the idea that those who 
come o\ er are the poverty stricken 
hordes of the foreign countries, I will 
say the commissioner of immigra- 
tion's figures for last year show that 
these supposedly bankrupt immigrants 
brought with them no less than $20,- 
000.000, and that was 54.000.000 greater 
than the amount brought over thu year 
before. 


"The commissioner's report states 


that the immigrants showed only S>'£> 
per head, but even if that were all that 
they possessed upon arrival it must 
uot be forgotten that it costs them 
something to break up their homes, 
that they have-to pay the railroad fare 
to the port of departure—Hamburg, 
Bremen, Antwerp, Rotterdam, etc.—and 
steamship fare from the continental 
port to the American port, which is at 
present at least ?30 per head, so that, 
adding up all the traveling expenses 
alone, they must have between $00 and 
$70 for each person, which, with the 
?2o sliRwn upon arrival, makes ?S3 to 
.$f)5 each. A famiry of six must, there- 
fore, have had before starting over 
?500. Now, do you call a man in this 
country who lias put away over $300 
for a rainy dajr as belonging to the 
'scum" and to 'poverty stricken hordes' 


"The laoney which these immigrants 


bring is, however, by no means their 
whole addition to the wealth of this 
country, for it has been computed by 
political economists that the economical 
value of every~able bodied male immi- 
grant over twenty years of age repre- 
sents on an average the sum of $1,125 
actually added to our working capital. 
In that way the wealth of this country 
is <annua]]y increased by hundreds of 
millions of dollars." 


Commissioner of Immigcation Robert 


Watdiorn, §f Ellis island, who will at- 
tcud'tne c«fnfercncet"saJd: 


"I have been told that there is very 


great room foi-improvement as to the 
restriction ol^imfijjigfaborts and I have 
no doubt that some people might im- 
prove on conditions at Ellis island 
from thTejp'owu. point of vjew, but I do 
not believe that a man wlo stands for 
a wide open policy, who would let 
everybody in because his sympathetic 
feelings get the better of him would 
be the proper man to enforce the law; 
nor do I believe that a man who has 
concluded, for reasons best known to 
himself, that there are already enough 
people in this country, and for that 
reason, and that only, no more should 
come, would be a fit and proper per- 
son to administer the law. 


"I do not think that the law as it 


standsi is all that it ougut to be. I 
think some people are coming into this 
country today who oi:ght not to come 
in. Hut I think the law is inadequate 
to keep IbeJT) out as it now stands. I 
do not undertake to say to you how far 
iliis tendency to exclude should be ex- 
tended. 


"If you were ts relax the rules and 


leave it to the good judgment cf steam- 
oh't> -coinj.iailies undesirable immigra- 
tion wouid increase iu contrast!ve pro- 
portion to -said relaxation. The power 
to ex-elude and the power to deport is 
just iu proportian to the power to fine 
or punish for violating the law. 
I 


think steamship companies are 
en- 


deavoring to obey the law. not because 
they have any special scruples about 
violating it. perhaps, but because they 
do not like the punishment that is 
meted out t > them for not observing it 


"If the law can be improved, as I 


believe it oucht to be. all this confer- 
ence has to do is to make that known 
to <.-on;rres< Get the lav.- amended and 
the s->vernii!ent has ample machinery 
and satisfactory facilities for enforcing 
it effectively."'

prior to the passage of the act of 
June 27. 1390. This recommendation 
was unaniu-onsly indorsed. 


The pension roll now* -contains the 


names of 684,008 survivors of the civil 
•war. as against •'690.792 at the close of 
1904. 
The deaths in 1905 pi survivors, 


of the civil war •were 30,324. 
. Adjutant General J. E. Gilman stat- 
ed in his report that the membership 
June 30. ]905, v.-as 232.455 The deaths 
during the year were 9,153. The net 
loss for the year was 14,885. The num- 
her under suspension June 30 was 
19. 0687 Thf total expenditures for re- 
lief were £53.863. 


Quartermaster General Charles Bur- 


rows reported reeeipts- (including bal- 
ance $10,«92) cf S2C,2C1, and the ex- 
penditures §15.334, leaving the .bal- 
ance Aug. 2.

specifications for a new line for the 
B. & O- from Pittsburg to Ellwood City 
a distance of about 45 miles, have been 
completed. The Chicago line is to be 
shortened and an easier grade found. 
Not a part of the present line between 
Pittsburg and Ellwood City is to be 
used in rebuilding the road.

Mrs. Weidel Gives a Good Lecture on 


Methods of Teaching the Speer 


System. 


At Friday morning's session of the 


City Teachers' Institute, Mrs. Weidel 
gave an exceedingly good lecture on 
the method of teaching the Speer 


• system in the sixth grade, and in the 


last session of the forenoon continued 
the work in the seventh grade. 


Superintendent Van. Cleve gave a 


very interesting talk on "His Father's 
Son," on the subject of heredity. Mr. 
Van Cleve started out by making a. few 
fundamental definitions on the princi- 
ples of evolution, being, first, heredity 
and second, environment. He said that 
he did not propose to discuss environ- 
ment. ' But that the fundamental law 
of heredity is that every living thing 
produces its kind, and only its kind. 
According to Galton, the greatest au 
thority on heredity, every child in<h"er- 
its orie-nalf of all his physical ana mot- 
al qualties from his father and moth- 
er; that he inherited one-fourth of the 
remainder from his grand-parents, one- 
eighth from his great grand-parents, 
and one-sixteenth from his great great, 
grand-parents. 


Mr. Van Cleve then asked the ques- 


tion "What is Transmisison in Hered- 
ity?" He answered his own question 
by paying that not only was physical 
heredity transmitted *ut a certain 
something which he illustrated by say- 
ing that it would be entirely possible 
for children ot musical parents to be 
unmusical, and that it would be prac- 
tically impossible for them not to be 
artistic in some form. He then de- 
fined the seven kinds of heredity, and 
said that the two kinds of direcf hered- 
ity were from the father and mother 
and initial heredity. 


He drew some practical lessons from 


the scientific treatment of the subject 
for application in the school room.

Problems of Personality, and Poems

CALLS FROM PEOPLE WHO 


NEED CLOTHING. 


Officers in Their Work About Town 


Know Deserving Poor and Want 


to Give Assistance. 


Many Newark people who are bless- 


ed with plenty of the world's goods, 
fail to realize that the poor of the city 
suffer for want of the necessaries just 
the same in summer time as in tho 
winter. 


No one in the city has the opportun- 


ity to see these people and know their 
wants like the officers of the Salvation 
Army. To the Advocate, one oi the lo- 
cal Army officers made the 
following 


statement: 


"In our daily rounds we come in con- 


tact with many worthy people who are 
in need of pecuniary assistance, but 
are oftentimes too proud to let their 
condition be known to the 
outside

The Holy 
Bible open or, on a chief gules three, 
escallops or for Granville; 2rd, vert, 
three garbs or, on a chief azure a sun 
in his splendor, for Ohio; 4th, gules, 
paleways, a lampas burning or, crest— 
a wild turkey ppr. Motto; 
"The 


fathers- are the glory of the children." 
This coat of arms is found on the 
Granville spoon, which has been made

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self; and the table has a story to it- 
self. Its card tells us: "A wedding 
present to the mother of Mrs. Dinkle- 
man, from the bride's grandmother, 
whose husband made it" 


Then we come to the Bancroft and 


•Howe families; their history is in- 
terwoven. Their best known repre- 
sentative, the historian, Hubert Howe 
Bancroft And here are the Wrights, 
tracing their lineage back to Augus- 
tine Munson through the beautiful 
Adah Munson Hillyer. 


Dr. and Mrs. Sanford must not be 


neglected, for they were the famous 
principals of one of the 
Granville's 


early schools. 
Silhouettes of the 


Whiting family lead us back to early 
years of the eighteenth century. Near- 
by, we see another rocker whose own- 
er rested in its uncomfortable embrace, 
while journeying from Massachusetts 
to Ohio. She grew up to be the great- 
grandmother of the Ackley family. 


Probably the rarest piece in this 


collection is the Independence Quilt, 
gladly loaned by its present owner. 
There are three of them in existence; 
one sold last year for $3.000. The In- 
dependence Hankerchief in the center, 
pictures the signing of the Declara- 
tion; below are individual portraits 
fore which stood, the' other day, a 
lineal descendant of one of those her- 
oes of 1776. 


Several chairs, besides those already 


noted formed parts of 
first-house 


keeping equipments a hundred years 
ago. 
Just one we must pause in rev- 


erence before—this 
homely, 
blue- 


painted hit of furniture belonged to 
great-grandmother Mrs. Canfield. who 
threw it down the well, with her other 
belongings when the British invaded 
Smithton. N. J., during the war of the 
Revolution. 


The odd old table in the corner be- 


longed to James Piper: his old wash- 
stand is down stairs: next to the 
trundle bed in which tne members of 
the McMillen family were incarcerated 
for childish misdemeanors.

There are a large number of pieces 


of historical interest.

Clouse has quite a valuable collection. 
These include an old •wooden door, be- 
longing to the Baptist Female Semin- 
ary, in the days of Mr. Charles Saw- 
yer; the rolls of the first carding ma- 
chine used west of Pittsburg; General 
Munson's fanning mill; the oldest 
mustard mill in Ohio. 


In another room were pieces of fur- 


niture, mostly about the 1830 period. 
A desk was exhibited, which had been 
used in the primary room of the old 
G. F. C-; a cradle, made by hand by 
A. R. Stein, grandfather of Miss Clara 
Follett, was an article of interest 


A number of things 
were also 


shown, property of D. M. Shepardson, 
—a plow, a four-post bedstead made 
for Mr. Shepardson's father, and sev- 
eral other pieces. 


A large ease is filled with literary 


productions of Granville men, or ex- 
Denison students or teachers. Dr. C. 
J. Herrick's work, and that of his 
brother, the late Dr. C. L. Herrick, 
was of course prominent among these.

The name of Mr. W. H. Orr of Jack 
sontown was named by Supt. Atwel 
of Johnstown; the name of Mr. John 
L. Jones of Pataskala was presented 
by Supt. C. L. Riley of Kirkersville 


The last election was voted by bal- 


lot, L. W. McKinnen of Granville, D 
D. Pryor of Croton, and A. M. Ham 
bleton of Etna being appointed as 
tellers. The election resulted in the 
choice of Mr. Jones by a vote of one 
hundred and forty-three against 
his 


opponent's vote of fifty-nine. 


Mr. Denney's last talk was on "The 


Use of the "Will in Mastering Eng- 
lish."

as well as abilities, thus acquired. 


Beside the will to watch, there's 


the will 
to 
acquire. 
Some people 


spend too much time weeding out 
faults, until 
sometimes the whole 


crop is gone. Better devote your en 
ergies to acquiring more good things. 
You want to enlarge your vocabulary? 
"When you hear a word or phrase that 
you like, adopt it and use at your 
earliest opportunity. 
Then it will be 


yours. 


A third use of the will comes In the 


mastery of spoken English—the will 
to please. A sincere desire to arouse 
interest and give pleaure brings some 
chance that you will do so. This de- 
sire makes up two-thirds of the sum 
of spoken English. This motive suc- 
ceeds as well in work with little chil- 
dren, as elsewhere. 
i 


To pupils, the teacher Is the foun 


tain of language. She can do more 
for children's English by her own 
mastery of tbe language, than in any 
other way. 
The spirit of a school is 


often denoted by its 
English. The 


morals are indicated by the vocabu- 
lary: the thoroughness of the teach- 
ing by its application. The credit is 
not due to use of classics; not to 
given rules, but to the teacher. No 
human being can fail in a desire to 
respond to tbe best that can be of 
fered: so the teacher has an oppor- 
tunity to elevate her country by ele- 
vating the language of her pupils. 


Be good-humored in correcting mis 


takes. Have tbe will to watch for the 
good, and to possess your pupils of 
the best: to please and t>e pleased So 
the life of tbe community at large 
may be made sweet and 
pure and 


beautiful. The teacher who lives up 
to the highest Ideal of her profession 
•will always be found a spreader of 
sweetness, and a dispenser of intellec- 
tual life—as much as was Matthew 
Arnold, or Alfred Tennyson.

By Newark Boys and Girls.

plls-' art work, done In pencil, ink an 
pen now on exhibition in the Powers 
Miller windows in the Union block and 
the citizens of Newark are urgenUi 
invited to inspect them. Look the work 
over carefully and you will be still bet 
Ler pleaded with the Newark schools 
A part of this work was on exhibition 
at the State Teachers' Asociation a 
Put-in-Bay early in July and attractet 
much attention. A number of promi 
nent school men pronounced it the 
best in Ohio—both in kind and in ex 
ecution. The present exhibit shows a 
marked improvement in accuracy o 
work. Every skilled mechanic in the 
city should see this work. 


The manual training specimens are 


a surprise to many. It will do any one 
good to see them. In this exhibit it is 
easy to see the relation of industria 
drawing to skilled shop work—to the 
skilled industry of .the country. 


Many ask how much time is given to 


drawing. The program calls for aboui 
80 minutes per week in the first anc 
second grades; about 110 minutes in 
the second and third grades; and 
little over two hours in the higher 
grades. Drawing was made a specia' 
branch 13 years ago and Captain F. G 
Steele put in charge of it as special 
teacher and supervisor. During the 
first six years Mr. Steele could visit 
each school once a week in the three 
days per week for which he was em- 
ployed. Since then he has taught five 
lays a week and when the new Wood- 
side school is finished he will only 
visit the rooms below the fifth grade 
once in two weeks, showing that the 
Newark schools have nearly doubled 
n 13 years. 


The regular teacher is required to 


carry out the work as directed by the 
supervisor, and Mr. Steele wishes the 
)ublic to know that th e corps of 
rade teachers are entitled to a full 
share of credit for the good results 
obtained. In the display now up only 
hree or four rooms are represented. 
Every year each pupil above the sec- 
ond grade is to hand ia a specimen of 
"ris drawing. From these specimens the 
best are used for the exhibits. 
The 


prize specimens consist of 12 drawings 
from each room of the seventh, eighth 
and ninth grades, 4 to 6 from the fifth 
and sixth grades and 1 to 4 from each 
room below the fifth grade.

•nost generously presented to each 
school room below the High school a 
:uitable indoor United States flag as a 
prize to the pupils having the best 
specimens in the display. 


The High school will receive one 


handsome silk flag for its Assembly 
•oom. The names of the winners will

quire over 80 flags to supply the rooms. 


The public schools are distinctly 
tate and national institutions and ev- 
ery school house should have a flag 
waving above it, and every school 
room a flag near its teacher's desk.

On Water Works Proposition —Some

Li. K. Davis for the proposed new wa-

we only heard one side of the ques- 
:ion as explained by Engineer Davis, 
and if every thing as stated by him 
is correct, that is that the old water 
works mains are entirely too small to 
carry water to the extensions that 
must be made for proper protection 
and private supply, then I don't see 
any objections to the proposed specifi- 
tations. But if the old plant can be 
utilized to an advantage and bought 
at the right price, then I tEink this' 
would be worth considering. How- 
ever it is a matter of grave importance.: 
and should be

considered/,

W. H. Smith another member of the 


committee said: 
';, • 


"As the iSituation. was,.explained' to 


me by Mr. Davis, I was !ir favor of* 
going ahead with the construction of; 
the work, but my -opinion may' be er- 
roneous, and I- am 'open to argument 
and conviction." 


Mr. John J. Carroll said: 
"My idea would be to purchase the 


old plant if it can be utilized, add an- 
other main to'make a double supply, 
and then make the, extensions as neces- 
sary to furnish fire protection to ttie 
outlying factories. The plans as out-, 
ined by Engineer Davis might'be fol-- 
lowed as far as the big mains are con- 
cerned, if they can be, the old plant 
purchased ,and the extensions 
made, 


which would give the city an adequate 
system. 


I think this matter sfcould be thor- 


oughly investigated before any definite 
steps are taken." 


Mr. Henry Fleek said:" - -,

were in many ways most admirable, 
and if his explanation is correct I fav- 
or the proposition going ahead with, 
the construction of the 
new plant. 


What I want is to see the city get. 
proper fire protection, and in the most 
economical n~r"cr.''

The late Republican legislature iu

Coincident with the 
introduction of the bill by Mr. Rus- 
sell, Governor Herrick sent a message 
to the House urging its passage. The 
rest of the State House lobby came to 
the front, and the bill was railroaded 
/through and promptly approved by 
Governor Herrick. 


The law may be found on pages 


398—400 of the Session Laws. 
It pro- 


vides, among other things, that ou all 
sums in excess of $3,000 of direct in- 
heritance, tax in the amount of 2 per 
centum shall be paid. 


This comes out of the money left

company with Peter Walser, Sr., who 
also had a good sized family, starting 
from Pennsylvania, on horse back, to 
explore what was 
then 
called the 


Northwest 
Territory, in search of 


lands for their children. Two years 
later, a part of this territory was erect- 
ed into what is now the great State 
of Ohio. From 1800 until 1812 he con- 
tinued at intervals to make these jour- 
neys on horseback, following Indian 
trails through dense forests, as far 
west as Chillicothe, where the United 
States land office was located. 


He entered tracts of Congress land 


from time to time, and purchased oth- 
ers, second hand, from speculators, un- 
til he had secured one hundred and 
sixty acres each, for his children. 


The children were twelve in number, 


eleven sons, and one daughter. The 
names of the sons were John, Andrew, 
William, Philip, David, Jacob, Eman- 
uel, Peter, Lewis, Abraham 
and 


George. The daughter's name was 
Margaret. 
She became the wife of 


George SheJIy Sr. All these farms ex- 
cept two, were situated near each oth- 
er. The farm given to George was 
near Millersport, Fairfield county, and 
the one given to William was located 
near Marysville, Union county. 


The old "home farm" upon which 


Father Cooperrider himself lived, is 
now owned and operated by Alva Coop- 
errider. 


It is a somewhat remarkable fact 


that during all these years only one of 
the farms has passed into the hands 
of strangers, the others 
remaining 


among descendents 
of the 
original 


owners. 'Father Cooperrider not only 
made provision for the temporal needs 
of his children, but was concerned also 
about their spiritual needs. In religion 
he was a staunch Lutheran and true to 
his mission. He took an active part in 
planting the robust faith of the Refor- 
mation in the wilds of Ohio. The pio- 
neer missionary 
found a hospitable 


home beneath his 
roof. Indeed his 


house was used by the missionary as 
a preaching station before the organ- 
ization of the congregation, and the 
erection of the log church, which oc- 
curred in 1818. A suitable building site 
having been selected upon one of his 
farms he generously donated to the in- 
fant congregation, a lot for church an>l 
cemetery purposes. This lot is the one 


TRUST COMPANIES 


Controlled by Mutual Life, According 


to Official'* Testimony. 


New York, Sept. 8.—The affairs of 


the Equitable Lit* Assurance society 
and the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany held the attention of the legisla- 
tive life insurance investigating com- 
mittee, in session in this city. Nothing 
new was developed in reference to the 
Equitable other than the statement 
drawn from one of the officers that 
the society does not know the present 
whereabouts of Thomas D. Jordan, the 
former comptroller. It was stated 
that Mr. Jordan was wanted as a wit- 
ness to explain the loan of $650,000 
made to the Equitable society by the 
Mercantile Trust 
company. It was 


also stated that James H. Hyde, for- 
merly first vice president of the Equit- 
able, will later be called as a witness 
before the committee. An officer of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company 
testified that the Mutual controls 
many trust companies. 
Frederick 


Cromwell,'treasurer of the Mutual, 
said the company had bought securi- 
ties from syndicates; that officers of 
the company also bought securities 
from syndicates and received individ- 
ual profits by selling these bonds to 
to the company.

GRAFTING AS IT 


IS GRAPTED ON IAWS. 


The act of May 10, IJMKJ, creating the Rnrpan of Uniform 


Accounting, while not of itself vicious, was unnecessary. The 
law already provided for the examination of the accounts of 
all public officials. 


It created a number of fat offices and opened up a rich 


field for favored blaak book manufacturers. Still it contained 
some safeguards for the public, as will be seen when one 
reads it OB pages 511-12-13-14-15, Ohio Laws. 1902. 


This act required Hint the supervisors and inspectors 


should return their expense account and per diem to the 
Slate Auditor, who should i-nter them of record, collect the 
account from the proper officer in each taxing body, cover the 
money into the state treasury to the credit of the public audit 
expense fund and pay the supervisors on vouchers drawn 
again&r that fund. 


This made a record and the real destination of the vast 


volume of fees, charges and expenses of the supervisors and 
inspectors could be traced, and the public could see whether 
or not the sums collected were "only sufficient to fully cover 
all expenses." in behalf of the audit as set forth in Section 
10 of the act. 


The act of April 20, 1904, (see Ohio Laws. 1904. pages 271- 


72-7.1-74) vitally amends and largely repeals the ori.cina! act. 
It especially repeals every onp of the foregoing safeguards 
ar.d substitutes none ofher in their stead 
T'nder the new law
